, Student Manual. 
■ . At the November meeting of 
) ; ithe Grand Council Ouellet re- 
ceived, a mandate to study the 
situation and to submit a. report. 
Just previous to that, the Admi- 
nistration had written^ the Fede- 
ration saying that tlic constitu- 
tion would have to be chanRed 
by Jan. 6,' 1060 and submitted to 
tiie Department of Student Af- 
• fairs in order for that body to 
i J, give approvat to it. • - 

' Due to a failure to maintain a 
' quorum at the meeting, Ouellet 
never got tlio opportunity to give 
his report to. Councll. He later 
said that the aliulent work on 



the constitution could not be 
completed by the January date 
due to the job of clarifying the 
positions of graduate students 
and of the commission. 

"I don't like the Idea of a def- 
inite date for having. the students 
present action on the Manual 
anyway. In order to .give the 
Federation definite status within 
the framework of the University 



of Ottawa, we must modify the 
Constitution without hurry and 
pul>lish it in both good French 
and English", Ouellet said. 

Ouellet will be discussing these 
and other points witli Fallier 
Ducharme in hopes of xoming to 
a tangible solution as soon as 
possible. "We don't want to be 
throwing this ball aroun.d for the 
rest of our days," Ouellet said.

-A new concept in student government has been evolved 
by several prominent McGiU students— a student Court 
of Justice. 



The idea resulted from an in- 
formal discussion in which the 
people present felt that situa- 
tions might occur on the campus 
where "the. representative body 
of the students^ liàmêly the SEC, 
which is responsible to a- consti- 
tution Is interpreting that cons- 
titution and thus determining the 
extent of that responsibility." 

APPEAL FROM SEC 

This Student Court would be a 
court of;;appeal above' the SEC 
on certain issues which fall into 
the above categories. Doing this, 
tho originators pointed out, 
would produce a separation of 
powers leading to a much more 
effective form of administration. 
This new conception of student 
government would give it a 
higher degree of prestige and 
thus a deeper , meaning. \ 

Tile people who developed tlie 
plan havQ proposed a skeleton of 
basic principles and are waiting 
to see if student reaction war- 
rants their golng'^further. 

COMPOSITION PROPOSED 

The court would be mjd^ up 
of five members : four from • tlie 
fourth year law class and the 
Président of tiie Students' Socfe- 
ty. Law students were suggested 
because' of their familiarity with 
the functioning of courts and 
fourth year because they would 
be detached enough from the 
issue at hand to render a ^com- 
pletely impartial judgemenf. ■ 

The inclusion of the President 
was suggested because it was 
felt that the Court should not' be 
completely divorced' from' the 



Students Executive Council, In 
this way he would be able to 
present a clear, picture of tlie 
issue to the other members.. He 
would have the deadlock-breaking 
vote-balloting to be held in se- 
cret. 

APPOINTMENT METHODS 

It was proposed that the law 
students be appointed by the 
fourth year class itself and then 
have to be approved by a two 
thirds vote ot the SEC. Once 
accepted their position would be 
Irrevocable. At ' the . same lime 
the idea was thrown out that the 
counsel for tho SEC be Its law 
representative: 

The main purpose of the court 
would be to interpret the cons- 
titution of the SEC either on the 
request of the SEC or.on appeal 
from an individual disputing 
with the SEC after first bein« 
rejected by that council. These 
people, however, would require 
one hundred. signatures to have 
thcjr appeal heard. The Court 
woiild also be empowered to hear 
appeals on major disciplinary 
measures. 

OTHER DUTIES 

Apart from these duties, the 
Court could be called upon to 
judge punitive measures taken 
as a result of a dispute between 
the SEC and an organization re- 
cognized by the Students Society. 

If adopted, the originators de- 
clared, the court would not only 
produce a more effective student 
government but also enhance ;iU 
prestige, as establishirig 'a 'prece- 
dent soon to be followed I>y other 
universities. • " . 



Prinçipaï Jaities Discusses Russia 
Free Higlier Education Stressed

Free university 'tuition, was one 
of the many aspects touched upon 
by Dr. F. Cyril James last night 
as be addressed a packed Moyse 
Mall on "Some Aspects of the Rus- 
sian Tour". Speaking chiefly on 
education in the U.S.S.R.. the Prin- 
cipal and Vicc-Chancellor was re- 
porting on his four week tour of 
Russia last spring. 

Under the auspices of SCOPE, 
the lecture was opened by SCOPE 
Chairman Peter White who intro- 
duced Students' Society President 
Bryce Weir. \Veir in turn intro- 
duced Dr. -James. White averred 
that Weir was probably the; first 
Students' Society President to liave 
a child while in office. Weir coun- 
tered that perhaps he was only the 
first to admit being a father. 

Dr. James opened his address by 
emphasizing two distinctive fpatu- 
res of the Soviet Union : its' size 
and its. diversity. The Û.S.S.Ili 
which is'Uireç^times the.size..,of 
Canada has 
languages 



mar, script, and etymology differ. 
Tills was compared with tiie di- 
versity of languages in the Bri- 
tish Empire 40 years ago. 

To accelerate economic growth 
the Russians are relying greatly 
on education. Dr. James stated. 
A striking example of progress in 
this field is the increase in' the 
number, of hish..schools. In 1930 
there were 601 high schools serving 
1,495,000 pupils. By 1956 there were 
913 high schools serving over five 
million students. In one region an 
almost illiterate populace was 
laught>. to ' read and: twrite-' practi- 
cally 'overnight. Now airiinder 25 
are literate as is a large percen- 
tage of older persons. 

The most outstanding feature 
of Russian universities is the 
lack of fees of any Icind, the total 
cost being paid by the state. 
In addition, students receive stip- 
ends according to their need; 
.outstanding students may receive 
ai high as 1.000 rubles. Com- 
.pared with the wage - of an 
.«vérligè, non-university graduate 
liilR'ttssia, the stipend is larger 



than that salary the student 
would receive if he went straight 
to work after high school' 

However, it is no easy , task 
to enter university. All high 
school students must write an 
examination set by the Educa- 
tion Ministry. Students of B av- 
erage or better may tlicn apply 
to any Soviet university, but the 
chances - are only- about j one in 
four of being admitted, Dr; James 
stated- The number of university 
admissions is set each year to 
enual the number of new jobs 
estimated to be available when 
that particular class will grad- 
uate. Thus university graduates 
are guaranteed employment. 

The curriculum consists of a 
five year course which would 
equal a Masters Degree in North 
America. During the first three 
years the students must attend 
classes six hours a day, six days 
per week. The sessionprarjeslfrbnb 
42 to 46 weeks. InfotUe^ôfds. 
a Russian student does twice 
as much work In three years as 



a Canadian science' student docs 
in four, Dr. James pointed out. 

The remaining two years con- 
sists of less class work and more 
independent study. In order to 
receive a diploma the student 
must prepare a thesis oh his 
major subjects ' and defend it 
before the;faculty.-.: .;- ■ 

To show'the" immense change 
that has come about in Russia 
in the last fifty years. Dr. James 
cited as an example the fluc- 
tuating standard ot living. From 
1913-1928. the standard fell due 
to the Revolution of 1917 and 
the introduction of Communism, 
which called for complete reor- 
ganization of the country- Tliere 
was gradual improvemeift,: until 
the devastation of World>.War U 
when the Russians.fq^wcd the 
scorched earth polie^Beginning 
in 1945, a great effort "was made 
to raise tho standard - of- living., 
Toda.v, the standard is 30-40 
p.e. better than in 1940 and 
rising rapidly, but is still appal- 
lingly low by North. American 
standards. _ . '

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Steel Company Offers 
Student Aid Program 



A new plan to M Canad«'« 
students and rtunivenitieg was 
announced' today by H.O. HUton, 
Chairman of the Steel Company 
of Canada, to mark its fiftieth 
anniversary. Included among the 
fourteen Canadian universities to 
receive financial assistance is Mc- 
Gill University. 

Details of the plan were re- 
vealed at a Company sales repre- 
sentative conference in Hainil< 
ton. 

The program, of educational 
assistance nas four provisions. 
First is the awarding of under- 
graduate bursaries valued at 
$1,000 each to all of thé univer* 
sittes partaldng in the plan. 

The second provision is for 
grants of four, one-year post-gra- 
duate fellowships worth $3.000 
each established to encourage 
Research in Metallurgy. 
' Third, the Company is also 
establishing « chair In Metalhir» 
gy at McMaster UnWenlty to be 
known as "The Steel Company 
of Canada Chair in Metallurgy". 

Finally, Stelco will provide 
eight annual awards of $200 each 
(o students attending the Hamil- 
ton Institute of Technology nnd 
Ryorson Institute of Technology 
in Toronto. 

The objective of Stclco's bur- 
sary plan is to give financial 
assistance to capable students 
who might otherwise not attend 
university. Fourteen bursaries 
will be, granted each year and 
each is to run a maximum of 
lour years for anv one student. 
After four years there will be a 
maximum of 50 bursaries out- 
standing with a total annual va- 
lue of $56,000. 

The Stelco bursaries will pro- 
vide $500 each year for the stu- 
dent and a similar amount for 
the «eneral funds of the unlve^ 
vity concerned. There will be no 
restriction on the course of stu- 
dy. 

The Stelco Fellowships will be 
awarded by a committee set up 
by the Canadian University Foun- 
dation- Each fellowship provides 
$2,000 yearly to the student and 
$1,000 to the university where 
the post-graduate work;io^mgb|^;^ 



lurglcal research will be taken. 

Research in Metallurgy will be 
greatly increased by thq establish- 
ment of the Steel Company of 
Canada Chair at HeHaster Univ- 
ersity. 

The eight annual awards to 
technology students will be ad- 



ministered by the Institutes. All 
told, there will be 24 awards 
worth $4,800 granted over a 
three year period. 

The Steel company also an- 
nounced plans to award scholar- 
ships to high school students in 
the Hamilton district

Brief on Student Finance Problems 
To Be Presented to Diefenbaker 



Vancouver, Jan. 14 — A Stiid- 
ent committee , at the Univerdty 
of f'BiiUsh Golumbin is prepar- 
ing a brief on the financial pro- 
blems of university students to 
be presoited to the federal go- 
vernment .early next fall ' 

The executive of the National 
Federation of Canadian 'Univer- 
sity Student (NPCUS) announced 
that the federation's committee 
et UBC in co-operation with thq 
administration, and the faculty 
of the university is now working 
on the year-long study.

A spokesmen of the executive 
aaid, "On the basis of the latest 
reports it Is evMent that higher 
education is becoming a luxury 



for a'; majority of families with 
an average Income." 

Ha pohited out that the execu- 
tive, ''docs not believe families 
must bo forced to sacrifice un- 
duly thehrMandard of living be- 
cause 'oftni^extKmely high cost 
of helping their -children attend 
university/' 

Accordbig. to figures published 
by the Domfation Bureau of Sta- 
tistics in 1957, the average stud- 
ent Is able to save only $443 
from' summer and part-time em- 
ployment. The cost of one year 
at university is, on the average, 
$1212. f 

A preliminary brief will be pre-

On page one today" we publish a story on a proposed 
"student court of justice". Originally c'oriceived by a 
group of students who are active in campus affairs, the 
idea was brought to the attention of the Daily .yesterday, 
whereupon our reporter conducted an interview. 

At first glance the idea is interesting and definitely 
should be looked into by thé Students' Executive Council. 
There is of course the argument that the SEC .should be 
supreme, but the idea of^a division of executive and ju- 
dicial powers is notTiew and is in fact incorporated into 
the constitutions of most Western countries. (One could 
■well imagine the type of country .we would be living in 
if the federal cabinet also served :a8 the highest court in 
the land). . ' . 

*. ■ ■ ■ * 

, Jn any case, the plan suggested for McGill would 

hot be such an out-and-out divi.sion of powers. Rather, 
the SEC would retain its judicial and interpretive role, 
but 'its decisions on" these matters would be subject to 
appeal to the Student Courl. By having four of the' jus- 
tices appointed from the fourth year law clasji, which is 
greatly removed from the buzi-of .student politics, be- 
sides being undoubtedly the best clas.s in the university 
from which to pick judges,- the originators apparently 
"wish to give the court the-heccssary integrity and stature 
to carry out its duties; And by naming the Students' 
Society President as chairman they Nvill^add not only a. 
person of stature bùt-ysom'éo'nëiwitliyràfcwOT^ 
ledge of campus affairs. - "^IHB^^ -'^ 

• The merits of the plan are immediatel:^ apparent. 
For instance, the •Daily has recently been concerned be^^ . 
cause the SEC, by virtue of its present power, can trans- 
cend -the paper's coristitution, and thtis make -it theore- 
tically pos.sible for the Council to go against freedom of 
editorial expression. With such a suggested "Student 
Court of Justice" powers of constitutional interpretation 
would notbe'fiolely in the hands of the SEC, .so the Daily 
would have the a.ssiirance that if any transgression on 
Countil's part did occur, à grçup of respon.siblé and un- 
biased students would hear the case. 

Ever .since the la.st election and subsequent prote.st, 
the SEC has been considering a set of firm election re- 
gulations including protest machinery. The ideal organi- 
zation to consider the protest would be ' the "Student 
Court", which would be well removed from student po- 
litics. " ' 

There are doubllcs.sly otlior n.^eful duties which could 
be relegated to the "Student Court". Doubtless, too, there 
are many pros and cons for the whole idea. This was 
why the originator.s cho.se to let the stiulent population 
know of their ideas through the Daily. In this way they 
hope any interested student will be able to voice his sup- 
port, disapproval, or suprgp.^tions as repard.s the new 
plan. Our letters to the editor column awaits your views.

Assumption''s Tuition Plan 



The dream of-every Ca- 
nadian university student 
is to attend an institution . 
of higher learning without 
the necessity of paying 
tuition fees. 

The brilliant student 
hasn't had to worry in 
recent years, since moat 
institutions offer scholar- 
ships to the top 20 periceht 
of high school gra^tiàtes. 

Those who do not quite 
make the top bracket nave 
had to depend on bursaries 
and loans. These are fre- 
quently limited and riot ge- 
nerally available. 

The first Canadian university 
to do something about its "se- 
,cond class students": was As- 
£«umpUonj[iUniv£»ity. of Wind- 
fsdrMIils'rèlàtlvcIy new univer- 
sity will offer free tuition to all 
Windsor and ^ssex County stu- 
dents who obtain averages of 
75 per cent, or more, in their 
Ontario Grade 13 provincial 
examinations. 

This program will ro into ef- 
fect in 1060, and will provide 
free tuition for any three or 
four year course offered by the 
university, providing, the stu- . 
dent keeps up his average. 

'Thé new program' was an- 
nounced in December following 
a special conference on higher 
education held at the university 
in November. 

"We feel at Assumption Uni- 
versity that ' this- is the right 
time to try -thisV experiment", 
said the Very Rev. E..C. LeBel, 
C.S.B., president of the univer-' 
sily. 

^The new scliolarship program 
will be reviewed each year to de- 
termine whether it is occomplisli- 
ing its objective — to encourage 
more' able students to enter unl- 
• versify — and whether the spe- 



cial funds allocated to this pro- 
gram would support the project. 

All students entering the uni- 
versity in I960 under tné scheme 
will be assured of completing 
thefar courses should the program 
be discontinued at a future date, 
according to Fr. LeBel. 

Compared to McGIII, the 
Windsor unlyeratty It much 
smaller. Enrollment reached 
1,000 ttudentt during thi cur- 
rent tettlon. The range . of 
course* and txtricurrlcular ac- 
tivities offered at Assumption 
is much smaller than McGill's

Primarily a Catholic univer- 
sity, its prime concern for many 
decades u{as preparing students 
for admittance to Ihcologicai se- 
minaries. Nevertheless, many 
aiupini entered, business and pro- 
fessional spheres. . . ; • " 

The institution traces its. origip 
to the inception of Assumption 
.College which opened its' doors 
on February 10, 1857. Its original 
curriculum" consisted of classical 
and commercial courses. 

In 1919 the college became af- 
filiated with AVestcrn University 
in London, pnt (now the Univer- 
sity of Western Ontario)«;Degrccs 
were granted throughttheïfaculty 
of Arts and Science -at Western 
University,- . . ' , ' 

During the next thirtv years 
the curriculum was broadened to 
include general and honours 
courses in Arts and Science, gra- 
duate work in philosophy, leading 



to a master of arts degree, as 
well as pre-professional pro- 
grams. 

Women were admitted to the 
school in 1934 through the open- 
ing 'of' Holy Names College.- 

' In 1953 the •ffiliatlon with 
the University of Western On- 
tarie camt to an end with an 
Act of the Ontario Legislature, 
granting Astumptjon the powar 
"to confer university dagroM 
and honorary degrees .and 
awardt in any and all branchât 
of learning". 

In 1056 the .first non-denomi- 
national college was established. 
This was £:ssex: College, which 
is affiliated with the Faculty 
of Arts and Science. A'- year 
later, Canterbury College, an 
Anglican liberal arts college was 
affiliated with the university 
and empowered to offer its 



own courses of instruction ' in 
history, philosophy, and theo- 
logy. 

With the establishment of 
Essex College,, the university 
began to offer business cour- 
ses and now has a separate 
program for those majoring in 
business administration. 

Briefly, this is the history of 
Assumption University of Wind- 
sor.. Plans for the future call 
for a giant ten-year expansion 
program to cope with expected 
enrollment increases. ' 

Quite unique in its field, 
Assumption has been dubbed 
the "Notre Dame of Canada" 
by some people. With the for- 
ward thinking displayed during 
its brief history as an indepen- 
dent university, the title should 
■ gain general acceptance in the 
near future.
